Busse Wins Over Nixon, 
Democratic Votes Lead 


Elk Grove township which has 
always been considered a Republi­ 
can bulwark, has jumped into the 
Democratic column—for the prim­ 
aries. There were more Democratic 
votes cast than Republican. How­ 
ever there were four more voters in 
precinct No. four asking for Re­ 
publican ballots than those who 
asked for Democratic ballots. 
Commissioner Win. Russe showed 
a strength as great as ever at Tues-1 
day s primaries. Due to the num- J 
ber of Republicans in Wheeling 
township who switched to the Dem­ 
ocratic ballot this year, he only re­ 
ceived 632 in that township, but in 
Elk Grove he was accorded the us­ 
ual number of votes as 
in past 
years. 
The committeeman fight in Pala­ 
tine township brought out 150 more 
Republican votes than two years 
ago and Mr. Russe received more 
votes than were cast for him in 
1936. 
However, Palatine township was 
the only town of the three north­ 
west districts in which any sup­ 
port was accorded the Nixon goup. 
The latter received a total of 215 
votes, compared to 138 in Wheeling 
township and 86 votes in Elk Grove 
township. 
The only real contest in the Re­ 
publican ranks in the 
northwest 
towns served by the Paddock pub­ 
lications was in 
Palatine where 
there were three candidates for 
committeemen. George Howes, the 
present committeeman received 367 
votes. 
Ed. Nunn, a newcomer to 
Palatine and who made an active 
campaign received 254 and Larry J 
Inkster, 90 votes. 
In Maine township, Fred Tulle 
defeated Ian Glass for committee­ 
man bv 511 votes, the total being J 
1935 to 1424.

Arlington Heights 
To Be Completely Zoned 
Board To Act Monday 


If the enthusiasm displayed by 
a dozen or more prominent Arling­ 
ton Heights citizens at the zoning 
meeting Monday night remains in 
its present ‘‘white heat” Arlington 
Heights will be forever free from 
dangers of shacktowns within or 
adjacent to its borders. 
The present movement received 
its impetus by the application of 
a lot owner for a permit to erect 
a structure 18x18 feet for living 
purposes, the same to cost S295. 
When the village board became 
aware that such a structure might 
be possible if the land owner was 
able to retain sufficient legal coun­ 
cil, an impromptu meeting was held 
and a general call issued for a 
meeting of citizens last Monday ev­ 
ening, to meet with the local zon­ 
ing board and the village engineer. 
Alderman Geo. Schneberger se­

Duplicating his victory of tw’o 
years ago, Homer J. Byrd, polled 
1144 votes in his race for Demo- 
eratice committeeman in VVTieeling 
township Tuesday. The 1938 fig­ 
ures 
are

1114 of two years ago. 
R. F. 
Glueckert, 
Mr. 
Byrd’s 
opponent 
this year was given 516 votes, com­ 
pared with 514 votes that were 
accorded George Olcese two years 
ago. 
Mr. Byrd is chairman of the 
country town division of the Hor- 
ner-Courtney organization and it 
was reported that the Kelly-Nash 
organization made a determined 
effort to defeat him. His opponent 
had strong backing and waged a 
good light. 
M. Byrd carried every precinct in 
Wheeling township. In the village 
of Wheeling he secured all except 
three of the 115 votes cast. 
Elk Grove township was the scene 
of a eommitteemanship contest that 
was as warmly waged as that in 
Wheeling township and the result 
was practically the same. Mayor 
Besander, who 
was a 
Horner- 
Courtney 
candidate, 
polled 
374 
votes as compared to 156 given to 
O. S. Johnson, the Kelly-Nash can­ 
didate. 
In both of the above townships 
large majorities were given to the 
Horner candidates, the Democratic 
voters forsaking some of the old 
time Democratic chieftains to cast 
their ballots for men that were 
unknown to them, but who carri*!

“ I w as at the so-called ‘miner's 
tria l’ and I was a governm ent w it­ 
ness for the U. S. D istrict Court 
tria l a t C ankton, South D akota,1 
which sent McCall to the gallows. 1 
“ I saw McCall hanged and I 
bel ped to bury Wild Bill a t Ingle­ 
side, overlooking Deadwood. Three 
years later J. S. McClintock and I 
took up the body and buried it in 
M ount M oriah C em etery.”

Farm Adviser Explains True Effect of Crop Imports 


The common objection to the 1938 
Farm Program is that “Farmers 
are asked to reduce corn while we 
are importing corn from the Argen­ 
tine.’’ We believe that a lot of mis­ 
information and exaggeration of 
our imports have raised this ques­ 
tion in farmers* minds. 
1920-29 Corn Figures 
We are presenting a resume of 
corn figures for a IO year period 
from 1920-29 inclusive to show just 
how much weight should be given 
to these much advertised reports. 
The reason why we are taking these 
years is because it is a IO year per­ 
iod. 
Prices were fairly constant 
during this period and there were 
no extreme draughts. 
Exports Greater Than Imports 
The long bar at the top gives the 
annual production of corn in the 
United States during this time. 
80% of this corn was used on farms j 
and 2095' , represented by the boxed 
section, moved into trade. It is this 
boxed section for the most part that 


ers received 17% of the national in­ 
come while at the present time they 
ate getting about 9%. The largest 
imports of corn occurred in the 
year 1937 preceded by the draughts 
of 1934, 1936, and the Adjustment 
Program all of which reduced our 
surplus built up during the depres­ 
sion period when farmers increased 
their corn by 13 million acres. 
Variation* in Production 
During this IO year period varia­ 
tions in production amounted to 
about 800 million bushels and is 
represented by the last bar on the 
diagram. To regulate this extreme 
variation is the object of the Agri­ 
cultural Adjustment Administration 
and it may easly be seen that the 
possibility for doing something for 
the corn prices lies in this field rath­ 
er than attempts to keep imports 
out of the country. 
Production Regulated— 
Not Produced 
Perhaps the greatest misconcep­ 
tion about the AAA program for 


. Imports Follow Prices— 
They Do Not C ause Them 
If we want to use the type of 
reasoning that has been used with 
reference to corn imports we might 
I argue from figures that we could 
; select from this ten year period that 
j we should have imports of corn in 
order to raise our prices. That, 
i however, is not true. Select the year 
of the highest imports and we find 
: that we have the following figures: 
Year of highest imports—1924— 
price next year $1.05.

Tariffs Difficult to Change 
Let us keep our minds on exports 
instead of imports because so fat*;

Tariffs were changed in 1930 and 
corn raised to 25c tariff duty. W hen 
tariffs are changed they usually are 
revised for the whole country. Ev-; 
erybody makes a scramble to get a j 
share of protection. We undertook j 
for instance to raise the tariff on 
German dyes and Germany in turn 
raised the tariffs on American lard 
and we probably lost more than we, 
gained. Changing the tariff is like j 
opening a cage of monkeys to get 
one monkey out. As a rule the j 
whole cage will get out and we end 
up worse than we began. 
If solving the farmers’ troubles 
was as simple as getting a high. 
tariff on coni it probably would be I
